Tins Is not jieculiar to the United Nations. Rather, 
it is a m a nifesta tion in tha t org anization of a kind 
of reasoning which has cursed m a na g em ent of public 
a ffa irs iu our tim e le t it ly e remembered th a t Oer- 
m a ny was strictly leg al in its approach to World War 
II; it followed a doctrine of strictness in finding leg al 
J ustification for ev ery thing it did le t it not be for­ 
g otten by critics of United Na tions leg alism tha t o ffi­ 
cia ls of the United Sta tes, Great Britain, France and 
others all hav e shown them selv es ex perts at splitting 
hairs to .justify what they wanted to do and to block 
what they did not want to do. 
Tiie g reat triumph of leg alism , howev er, had to 
wait on the effort to bring na tions tog ether in a world 
org anization. Only there could the leg al mind dem on­ 
stra te fully its a bility to neg lect the moral a lm s and 
a spira tions of the m a sses of hum a n being s hoping for 
security « n d to g iv e them, instead, furious word ba t­ 
tles ov er technica lities and sha des of m eaning .

The Bikini bomb's purpose is not destruction, but 
ex perim enta tion

happened to concepts of security Is furnished by com ­ 
parison with the bombing tests held a fter World War 
I off the Virg inia Capes. Then, skeptics doubted tha t 
ex plosiv es dropped from a pla ne could sink a warship 
Now, skeptics are out of sty le. T h e purpose of the B i­ 
kini bomb is to learn what a sing le atom ic ex plosion 
will do tp scores of warships.
